PANAMA, Dec'mber 16 —The long-expected 


Chilian advance on Lima is at last an act"«l 
fact, On November igth eighteen vess»l«, all 
war vessels or armed transports, except fonr 
sailing ve«els which were towed, appeared off 
Pisco Angamo, and two otbet vessels steamed 
into the harbor, tbe former approaching the 
male as closely as possible, and sent officers 
ashore who demanded tbe surrender of tbe 
place. This was relused and fire *»s « once 
opened from ihe ships «nd was relumed by the 
Peruvian force on shore. There were only I, 
200 men, cofflm.nded by Colonel Zsmudi. Tne 
landing at Pisco was lesisttd so hotly tbat 
most of tbe (Tiili«"s as Porc«(, about ten miles 
off, immedl-i'ly marched oa Pisco, -'moit 4nr;, 
rounding Zw"li'« small force. That officer, 
hopele" of further defense without tbe *»<-nfice 
of his entire force, retired after blowing up tbe
